PRESIDBNT’S REPORT 


The President read his annual 
port, as follows: 


Te- 


“January 11, 1922. 
The Members, 
Red Deer Board of Trade: 
Gentlemen:— 

Once again we are assembled to re- 
view the work of the Board for the 
past year and to lay plans for the pre- 
gent year’s work. 

It is with regret I am unable to re- 
pert any large undertaking completed, 
as the past year was one of rmhore or 
less re-adjustment with the individual 
as well as the state, consequently Red 
Deer, in common with all other cen- 
tres throughout Canada has simply 
been, to a large extent, marking time. 
It 1s pleasing, however, to note from a 
perusal of the minutes of the twelve 
monthly meetings, the large average 
attendance of the members and to ob- 
serve the active, keen interest taken 
in all matters affecting the welfare of 
the community. 

Many questions of a varied nature 
came before the Board and were dealt 
with in the best interests of the city 
and district.

I might point out 
that letters have been received from 
England, United States, Belgium, 
Mexico and Czecho-Slovakia, as well 
as from Canada. In cases of enquiry 
for lands, Hterature has been sent and 
the names of the persons sent to the 
local real estate agents. An enquiry 
for purchasing dry wood was referred 
to several dealers at Rocky Mountain 
House, and they were able to establish 
a market in Saskatchewan for consid- 
erable wood as a result.

TEA THE BEST DRINK IN 
COLD CLIMATES 


Some “wag” has facetiously remark- 
ed that if one should cut an English- 
man’s arm it would bleed tea. This 
may be a far-fetched statement, but it 
is none the less true that in England, 
Ireland and Scotland tea drinking is 
universal, and has becomé a sort of 
national institution. To the average 
Britisher, the belief of tea drinking 
ever deteriorating, so that it should 
become a beverage for ladies only, is 
unthinkable. It is not surprising 
that the Briton who drinks nearly sev- 
en pounds of tea per annum knows 
the value of good, bad and indifferent 
tea upon the system. The same is 
true of the Australi, for the eturdy 
Anzac consumes eight pounds of tea 
a year, and of the Canadian ‘Wi drinks 
five pounds a year. The American 
drinks but one pound per capita. 

Dr. William Brady, writing to the 
Brooklyn, N.Y., Daily Eagle, says: 
“If taken as a beverage, with or 
without sugar and milk, it will prac- 
tically never do any grown person any 
harm. As a beverage with meals or 
before or after the food, tei. will aid 
digestion and iS a beneficial habit.” 

As noteq an authority as Dr. M. 
Allen Starr of Columbia University, 
in the May issue of the Tea and Cof- 


fee Trade Journal, has given a very 

illuminating testimonial to tea, en- 
dorsing Hoch and Kraepelin’s state- 
ment that tea increases the muscular 
and mental power and endurance, and 
that the effect is not merely temporary 
but lasts for several hours. More- 
over he says that American aviators 
in France during the World War took 
to tea before making hard flights, 
therein following the example of Brit- 
ish aviators.” : 

Donald B. McMillan, the noted Arc 
tic explorer, who, with Peary, mace 
that famous dash to the North Pole, 
ang who is now making a trip to Baf- 
fin Land, where he will try to gain 
passage through the Fury and Hecla 
Straits, a route which has not been 
open for 100 years, said before his de- 
parture:— 

“Our very best work in the north- 
ern regions is done with plenty of 
good, hot tea and not with cocoa, 
coffee or any other drink. It has been 
the same from the early days of Arc- 
tic history, as shown by numerous ref- 
erences all through my library. For 
cold work and hard work and physical 
endurance with the dog team, there is 
no drink so valuable as tea, and the 
men demand it and must have it. 
It somehow has the faculty of getting 
under the skin and driving out the 
chill, death-like, lethargic frozen 
feeling that is indescribable.” _

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STUDYING TAXES 


A tax commission to make a 
thorough study of the situation in 
Alberta in regard to the imposition, 
collection, and overlapping of taxes 
of all kinds is favored by various 
public bodies and has been requested 
of the provincial government by the 
Union of Alberta Municipalities, 
says the Edmonton Journal. That 
there is room for such an_ in- 
quirr is beyond doubt, while the 
government is known to be favorably 


some ‘better and 
more definite understanding between 
the several taxing authorities as to 
where the jurisdiction of each begins 
and ends.’ 

The investigation should ‘be made, 
however, without the necessity of ap- 
pointing a commissior It is quite 
possible to overwork tne commission 
idea. There are already in Alberta 
several more or less independent 
boards that are doubtless doing their 
work well but that should not be un- 
necessarily added to. The investiga- 
tion of the tax situation could be 
Satisfactorily carried out, it would 
appear, by a jeint committee from 
the government and the municipali- 
ties or even. by.a series of conferences. 
A long program of sittings and hear- 
ings is not needed. 


WHAT WON IN QUEBEC 


The election appeal of Dr. Des- 
lauriers, of St. Mary’s division, Que- 
bec, is one that he should explain 
more fully, for the benefit of the 
English-speaking voters. Read these 
eee says the Toronto Senti- 
nel:

Since the dreary 
verdict of 1911, which handed over the 
government of our country to men 
who have led us to ruination, we have 
been passing through a state of sor- 
rows, a state of complete distress.

I was, as your Deputy, and 
gpecially as Physician, at your com- 
plete disposal, and even now IT am 
still working under the stress imposed 
On me by these long days and nights 
passed in defending your dear young 
men. A goog number among them 
were spared thanks to my efforts.” 


As a physician, he examined the 
young men who were called up for 
service. What did he do for “a great 
number" of them? If they were medi- 
cally unfit, they did not need any 
favors from him. The only way he 


could do them a favor was to say they 
were not fit when they were. Did he 
do that? What is the meaning of that 
last paragraph? He is still suffering 
from the “stress imposed on him by 
those long days and nights passed in 
defending your dear young men.” 

That was the French appeal that 
secured a solid Liberal Quebec, and 
that explains that thera are 75 Roman 
Catholics on the Liberal side of the 
House of Commons.

UNEMPLOYMENT 


Copy of Letter from the Mayor of 
Calgary, Dated 4th January, 1922, re. 
Unemployment. 


We have been asked by Mr. Maun- 
sell, manager of the Bank of Com- 
merce, to publish same: 

You will remember we wrote you 
last year concerning the question of 
unemployment and taking the men 
without employment from the city 
and placing them out on farms. Your 
bank at that time gave us very consid- 
erable assistance in communicating 
this plan to your various branches 
throughout the province, and very 
good results were obtained. 

The plan then followed was that 
your branch banks would advise the 
Provincial Employment Bureau here 
of any farmers who were in need of 
men, the idea being that men would 
he placed early in the year and would 
be already on the farm ready to take 
up the spring work when the. season 
opened up. The Provincial Employ- 
ment Bureau consider that there may 
be some difficulty in getting men plac- 
ed on the farms in the spring when 
work has actually commenced, and 
the best results possible would’ be 
obtained by having them placed in 
the meantime at possibly a small 
wage or whatever arrangements can 
be made, 

Could we ask your co-operation 
along similar lines this year?

January 14th, 1922, 
Premier Greenfield has succeeded in 
securing from the Canadian Pacific 
Railway an agreement to pay a larger 
rate of taxation on its right of way in 
Alberta. This agreement was reach- 
ed as a result of the Premier’s trip 
to Manitoba. The agreement will be 
retro-active until January ist, 1921. 


Hon. George Hoadley, Minister of 
Agriculture, has announced impor- 
tant changes in the “Cow Bill” he will 
present to the coming session. The 
chief of these will be that the purchas- 
er of cattle under this Bill must accept 
a certain amount of financial responsi- 
bility from the start. Great difficulty 
has arisen in the past through the 
-present provisions of the Bill under 
which the purchaser was free of lia- 
bility for five years. 


A company has been incorporated at 
Bowden, Alberta, under the name of 
the Marshall-Canadian Mustard Com- 
pany, capitalized af $100,000, for the 
growing of mustard seed. 


Grain is now being shipped over the 
new extension known as the Canadian 
Central extension to the E. D. & B. C., 
which runs from Peace River to Ber- 
wyn, 25 miles. This branch went into 
operation this week. Grain receipts 
at the head of this line the week pre- 
vious averaged 500 bushels daily. 


The Red Cross Society of the prov- 
ince, which is in charge of the distri- 
bution of clothing to the drought 
areas of the’ province, have opened a 
campaign to raise between $30,000 
and $40,000 to carry on this work. The 
appeal has receiveg the endorsation 
of Premier Greenfield. 


Very great interest is being taken 
in the Special Mixed Farming Train 
that is to be run under the auspices of 
the Department of Agriculture, start- 
ing January 24th. This train is sup- 
‘plied free of charge by the C.P°R. and 
lectures will be given at each stop on 
the dairy industry and the raising of 
bacon hogs and mutton sheep.

Premier Greenfield has announced 
that the policy of the Alberta Govern- 
ment with respect to immigration will 
be to discourage any wholesale immi- 
gration into this province until such 
time a8 economic conditions have 
been re-adjusteq and a reasonable as- 
surance of success faces the settler. 
At the same time, he believes that 
there should be preparatory work 
against the time when the tide turns, 
and that also there should he encour- 
agement to farmere from Great Br't- 
ain, United States and elsewhere, who 
have a certain amount of capital, to 
come and establish themselves here 
under the present low costs. In the 
meantime the problems of readjust- 
ment with respect to freight rates, 
marketing and natural resources are 
being given concentrated attention by 
the government. 


Business done at the Calgary Stock 
Yards during the year 1921 totalled 
$5,843,104.66. This is a decrease of 
%2,787,546.79 under 1920. TR® number 
of cattle sold at the yards during the 
vear totalled 80.200 in comparison with 
92,777 in 1920. There was an increase 
in the number of hogs sold, however, 
the total for 1921 being 48,528, compar- 
ed with 29,426 last year. 

Business at the Edmonton Stock 
Yards totalled approximately $3,000,- 
000 for the past year. Total cattle 
shipped was 14,159 head, hogs 35,946 
and sheep 12,281. 


Arrangements are being completed

The resolutions deal with 
important matters, including rural 
health, system of collecting rural hos- 
pital bills, suggestion of a ‘poll tax for 
hospital purposes, reforms in the mat- 
ter of impounding of cattle, ‘and other 
matters chiefly concerning the im- 
provement of conditions for the oper- 
ation of the rural municipalities. The 
resolutions were presented by the 
executive of the association.

As a matter 
of fact, however, the correspondent is 
authoritatively informed that Arthur 
Griffith, as president of the Dail 
Eireann and chairman of the delega- 
tion that negotiated the treaty, will 
be looked onas its supreme authority. 
The position of Mr. Griffith is one of 
peculiar difficulty. As president of 
the Dail—that is, the Irish republic— 
he occupies the same position as did 
Mr. DeValera, and during the de- 
bates on the treaty in the Dail, Miss 
MacSwiney and Erskine Childers de- 
manded that he keep his two offices of 
republican president and head of the 
new administration perfectly distinct. 

Miss MacSwiney, Mr. Childers and 
others of the republican party also 
stressed the necessity of keeping the 
Irish republican parliament under the 
authority only of the Dail Eireann. It 
is regarded as_ significant, therefore, 
that neither ‘Mr. Griffith nor Richard 
Mulcahy, the Dail’s new minister of 
defence, has a nominal place in the 
new administration. The ministers 
appointed to administer the provision- 
al government include, with two or 
three exceptions, all the members of 
Mr. Griffith’s republican cabinet. 
There is no room in the provisional 
government for the minister of for- 
eign affairs, George Gavan Duffy, be- 
cause foreign affairs are “Outside its 
scope. But Mr. Collins, Mr. Duggan, 
and Wm. T. Cosgrav#, as well as other 
departmental heads in the republican 
government will head the depart- 
ments in the provisional administra- 
tion,

1911 it was 2,527,292, In ten years, 
therefore, the population of Canada's. 
greatest province has increased by 
401,762, or 15.89 per cent. This re- 
sult is obtained by adding together the 
statistics givenin three census bulle- 
tins issued, the bulletin for the south- 
western constituencies, that issued 
last week for central and eastern 
Ontario constituencies, and one issued‘ 
today for New Ontario and_ north- 
western electoral districts of Ontario. 
These complete Ontario, and the final 
result is somewhat larger than at 
first expected from considering the tot- 
als of the south-western Ontario elec- 
toral districts. The increased popula- 
tion in the metropolitan area ‘of Tor- 
onto has been largely responsible for 
the better showing, along with general 
increases in the larger towns and 
cities ang in New Ontario.

dom, and has become a normal annual 
event in the past few years. Up to 
yesterday, although numerous cases 
have been reported, they have gener- 
ally been mild with a very small pro- 
portion of deaths. An official state- 
ment issued a week ago showed the 
visitation no more serious than last 
year, but a sudden increase of the 
number of cases in the last few days 
has caused the authorities to modify 
this view. 

The registrar weneral’s weekly re- 
port appearing today, It is understood, 
shows the outbreak to, have reached 
the stage which is officially recognized 
as epidemic. A large number of the 
cases are of so mild a type that the 
sufferers ‘treat themselves; neverthe- 
less, the number of deaths is substan- 
tially increasing. 

A large number of doctors are fall- 
ing victims to the disease which has 
addeg to the difficulties. The same 
applies to nurses, of whom 60 are ill at 
St. Bartholomew's hospital. A pe- 
culiar feature is that this year’s ‘on- 
slaught has the acute gastric compli- 
cations in place of the usual muscular 
pains. 

The area of the epidemic seems to 
be confined to London, Yorkshire, Lan- 
cashire and the Midlands. The west 
part of the country reports compara- 
tively few cases. London is the prin- 
cipal victim. About one hundred new 
cases appear daily at Woolwich Arsen- 
al, while the ambulance equipment is 
kept busy throughout the metropolis 
conveying sufferers to hospitals. Many 
of them: aye picked up in the streets, 
where they collapse. 

Brighton reports twenty policemen 
on the sick list, while Glasgow is trying 
to run the tramways with 230 drivers 
and conductors absent through illness. 
The Glasgow police force is also de- 
pleted to the extent of a hundred. 
Twenty-five influenza deaiths occurred 
in Glasgow last week and the outlook 
is not much better.

ECONOMY IN THE USE 
OF ALBERTA COAL 


By R. T. Hollies, M.Sc. 


The University )of Alberta Press 
Bulletin, issued by the Department of 
Extension of the University of Alber- 
ta, has the following: 

Alberta contains enormous deposits 
of coal, the total estimated reserve be- 


ing over one million million tons 
(13000,000,000,000 tons). This is over 
four-fifths of the total reserve of 


Canada, and over three-fifths of that 
of the whole British Empire. 'Though 
this province has such a large coal re- 
serve, its production is very limited, 
being about one-fortieth of that of the 
British Mmpire. The Industrial Re- 
search Department of the University 
of Alberta is making a careful and 
systematic study of Alberta’s coal re- 
source to assist in ite economical de- 
velopment. 

Two difficulties must be overcome to 
permit the rapid development of Al- 
berta’s premier natural resource. One 


is the Iimited market in which this 
coal can now compete; the other is 
{gnorance as to the best methods of 
its utilization. The first difficulty is 


chiefly one of transportation and stor- 
age; the second requires a systematic 
examination of Alberta Coal. The 
Alberta Government, through its In- 
dustrial Research Department, jis ex- 
amining the properties of Alberta 
coals by actual storage tests; it is 
also carrying on a publicity campaign 
to increase the sales of coal further 
east. After means of storage have 
been ascertained and the present sum+ 
mer freight rates are further reduced, 
the Alberta coal operator will be en- 
ablef to mine and ship coal in the 
summer, then store it and sell it as 
required. This will be beneficial to 
both the coal industry and the rail- 
ways, providing work for both when 
most needed. The coal is now ship- 
ped in winter, the time when cars are 
needed for the shipment east of grain 
and stock. 


Alberta contains neayly all grades 
of coal. On the eastern prairies large 
deposits of soft lignite occur; pro- 
ceeding west the coals improve in 
quality, and in the extreme west a 
large supply of hard coal is avail- 
able. Some of this hard coal compar- 
es favorably with the best imported 
Pennsylvania anthracite. Imported 
coal is now used extensively in Mani- 
toba and Western Ontario and might 
be replaced by equally good Alberta 
coal. 


The occurrence .of the ‘different 
grades of coal mentioned above is 
understood, provided the geological 
history of the formation of an average 
coal bed has been studied. Exam- 
ination of the surfaces of a few fresh- 
ly broken lumps of coal in our shed 
or basement show that on many pieces 
can be seen the imprint of leaves; or 
the cross-section of a tree trunk, show- 
ing annual growth rings; or, even, a 
piece may show the grain of the 
wood. Such -evidence indicates that 
the coal has originated from plant re- 
mains. 

.In some past geologigcal age, dark 
swamps grew luxuriantly in the hot, 
wet climate of that time. Successive 
forests sprang up, matured and fell, 
producing enormously thick beds of 
woody material. A sinking of this 
vast swamp caused it to be flooded, 
killing the forest and preventing fur- 
ther decay of the woody material. This 
mass of material eventually settled 
and became a peat bog; it probably 
then became further submerged and 
covered by an ever increasing thick- 
ness of sediment. The more, then, 
this bed is covered and pressed by the 
accumulation of superimposed _ sedi- 
ments, the harder and drier the seam 
of coal produced. The hardest and 
oldest seams of coal are often assist- 
ed-in their development by the ennr- 
mous pressure and heat concurrent 
with great mountain-building move- 
ments. In Alberta we have plenty of 
examples of every stage in the de- 
velopment of hard coal. Thus, there 
are many muskegs and tamarac 
swamps in northern Alberta contain- 
ing several feet of woody material 
comparable with peat. At Tofleld a 
soft Hgnite or woody coal is fceund so 
near the eurface that the overburden 
ig easily removed and the coal mined 
directly by means of steam shovels. 
The Clover Bar seam of Edmonton is 
of the same geological age as the To- 
field seam, but the coal is won at a 
ereater depth and has been pressed 
into a slightly harder and drier coal; 
while the very dry, hard coal at Bank- 
head, to the weet of Calgary. is an 
example of the final development. 
We can now exomine an example of 
each type in turn and point out some 
ofthe problems arising from their out- 
standing characteristics. Then a 
discussion by an example or two will 
show the scope of the work being cune 
hy the Research Department in help- 
ing to solve the Alberta coal problem. 


Peat-like deposits in this province 
are unimportant at present, so need 
not be mentioned further. In the 


‘eastern districts mentioned above is a 
typical representaive of the softer 
grades of coal. This coal is very high 
in water content. When it dries out 
the lumps crack, become tender and 
are easily broken into smaller pieces 
and slack. It is not strong enough to 
stand shipment ovér long distances 
without a great amount of breakage, 
nor can it be stored without spoiling. 
The high moisture in the coal {3 also 
objectionable in that the consumer

Coal mined at Lethbridge, is a hard-] 


er, better coal, containing a*much. low- 
er percentage water than the example 
mentioned. It occurs in an older rock 
formation and is mined at a_ greater 
depth. This coal is hard enough and 
dry enough to warrant tests to dis- 
cover suitable means Of storing and 
shipping it.. Evidence is at hand that 
the smaller sizes do not break up or 
weather to the same’ extent as do the 
larger lumps. It is quite probable, 
then, that the smaller.-sizes of screen- 
eq coal could be eGonomically shipped 
to and stored dn more distant centres 
than at present, the larger lumps 
only to be disposed of locally. This 
type of coal may also be briquetted, 
used in powdered form or distilled in 
retorts for by-products. : 


The Yellow Head Pass coal area 
contains seams of still older forma- 
tions, which yield a still better qual- 
itv. of coal. This type of coal is class- 
ed 4s “bituminous.” It is nearly 
moisture-free and will stand shipment 
hand storage without material change. 
Much of this coal contains a large 
amount of ash, but this can be reduced 
by suitable treatment. This coal 
can also be made into coke, with the 
production of gas, tay and ammonia as 
byproducts. 


The Research Department has a 
long series of tests planned to ~ solve 
all of the above difficulties which at 
present are preventing the expansion 
of the Alberta coal market. For 
example, the public requires proof 
that the smaller sizes ond softer grad- 
es of domestic coal can be burned 
economically. To meet this need the 
Provincial Government has already 
established a fuel domonstration plant 
at Winnipeg. The Industrial Re- 
search Department is also conducting 
tests at the University of Alberta to 
show how the smaller sizes of coal can 
be_economically burned in household 
heaters and power plants. The great- 
er use of these sizes of coal will 
mean a decreased price for fuel to tho 
consumer, as well as an_ increased 
price to, the producer for the now 
despised part of his product. 


Several qevices for burning the com- 
buetible-gases of the domestie coal 
are already on the market. The In- 
dustrial Research Department is con- 
ducting tests to prove the/worth or 
otherwise of many of these inven- 
tions as they appear. The results of 
these tests will appear in the annual 
reports of the Research Department. 

Alberta has enormous supplics of 
coal at her feet, the economical dev- 
elopment of which lies in the hands 
of the peonle themselves. The form- 
ation of a Research Council to oversee 
the scientific study of the properties 
of Alberta coal is a big step towards 
the solution of the problem of econ- 
omy in the use of .Alberta coal. 

Let us also examine the properties 
of Alberta coal from the pnoint of 
view of the average householder. The 
coal can be considered to he made up 


of two main parts: first, the solid. part. |_ 


which also contains the ash; and, 
second, that part which is easily 
turned by heating into two kinds of 
gases. One gas will burn and produce 
heat; the other will not burn, being 
composed mostly of water vapor. 
The solid part of the fuel unites with 
the oxygen of the air. This produces 
heat. The ash is left on the grate 
to be removed later. The first gases 
which leave the coal immediatély! 
after firing are made up mostly of 
water vapor and will not burn. The; 
burnable gases pass off next, to be 
burned, provided two conditions are 
fulfilled: first, that the combustion 
space in the fire-box is hot enough to 
ignite the gas; second, that a contin- 
uous supply of air is admitted to the! 
fire-box, large enough to keep the! 
rases burning, but not so large as to! 
cool down the burning gas below its! 
temperature of ignition. Failure to! 
fulfill either condition results in the! 
familiar slight explosions common in j 
household heaters which burn the; 
softer grades of coal. The importance 
of the proper burning of these gases 
is evident when one realizes that 
they represent at least four-tenthe of. 
the total. heat available from the 
average Alberta domestic coal.

“Prosperity of Canada Depends on Immigration” 


Lord Shaughnessy Declares Restrictions Must be Removed 


} ‘ 


leror the immigration laws of 

lada all irksome restrictions which 
are hampering the entry into Can- 
ada of good settlers for the farm 
dands and forests of the Dominion 
was presented in no uncertain terms 
by Lord Shaughnessy, Chairman of 
the C.P.R., speaking before the 
Junior Bar Association of Montreal 
jim the Reform Club. 

“The natural feeling that grew out 
of the war,” said his Lordship, “en- 
couraged the placing of restrictions 
on immigration that have been most 
disastrous in their results. We must 
have these restrictions removed. We 
‘must have settlers from all over the 
world, not artisans, but men who 
‘forests and fisheries and help to de- 
[velop these resources, mtd there 
gpost be an insistent demand on Par- 
‘open the doors to them,” 

His Lordship further pointed to 
the need of making good Canadian 
citizens of these immigrants, and to 
foster throughout the Dominion the 
spirit of Canadian citizenship, Mu- 
tual understanding and neighborli- 
ness between Canadians at opposite 
extremities of the Dominion must be 
promoted by every possible means. 

+ Win by Work Only. 

Alluding to the fact that the mem- 
bers of the Junior Bar were on the 
threshold of their profession, he 
pointed out to them the high road to 
success. Not by luck or by special 
grace, but by hard work, devotion to 
the profession, and strict observance 
of the ethics and dignity of the Bar 
would they achieve the objects they, 
were aiming at. : 

Lord Shaughnessy recounted in 
humorous fashion how in his early 
youth he had consecrated himself to 
the legal profession, and had. studied 
law assiduously in his spare time for 
many years, but just as he was on 
the verge of entering a legal office 
to gain, the necessary experience 
prior to embarking in that profes- 
sion, promotion and advancement in 
commercial life came to him so 
rapidly that he decided to remain 
in the commercial career in which 
such remarkable prosperity had been 
his happy lot. 

Expressing his admiration for-law- 
yers in general, His Lordship ex 
plained how important they were on 
the staff of a railway. organization, 
not only for their legal abilities, but 
also because their particular train- 
ing rendered them specially able to 
extend valuable help to the operat- 
ing staff in the working out of prac- 
tical operating problems. “I do not 
think we can have any better evidence 
of the fact that a thoroughly capable 
lawyer can fill any other position, 
than in the case of my successor, Mr. 
Beatty, who was our chief counsel] 
for many years, was my confidant 
in connection with everything involv- 
ing questions of policy, but besides 
that in dealing with road questions, 
and every variety of questions that 
come before a raijyvay commission, 
and in dealing with officers and men 
of the railway he acquired a know- 
ledge of the railway business that 
has made him not only the very ex- 
cellent lawyer that he has been for 
many years, but a most capable rail- 
way executive, one of the best pos- 
sible. 

Dropping again into his anecdotal 
etyle, Lord Shaughnessy kept his 
audience for some time in continu- 
ous laughter with\a series of humor- 
ous incidents drawn from his .own 
lengthy experience, tending to show 
that no detail in connection with any 
legal dispute was to be neglected, 
that counsel should look at every 
conceivable aspect of his case for 
possible ammunition. 

They would accomplish nothing 
through luck, or through special 
grace, he told them, becoming seri- 
ous once more. “Success will come 
by sood hard work, and devotion to 
‘your profession. It must be a mat- 
ter of constant study in order to 
keep abreast with the law and if you 
are to be prepared for the emer- 
gencies that arise in trial of cases 
you must pursue rather a broad 
course of reading. I have no doubt 
that we have amongst us here to- 
night a great many who are not 
only to be leaders in the bar, but 
most prominent men on the bench. 
The important matters for consid. 
eration are devotion to the profes- 
gion, constant study, and due regard 
for the reputation and the dignity of 
the Bar.

I have no special re- 
gard for the tm angel, because too 
frequently it is only tin foil and 
when that is rubbed off there is a 
rather objectional dark substance 
underneath.” 

They might sometimes have diffi- 
culty with a judge who declined to 
agree with their interpretation of 
the law. But they should be con- 
soled with the thought that next 
week His Lordship might deal in the 
seme way with their antagonist. 
They might sometimes get their own 
back on the Court, as did the lawyer 
in a slander case who asked witness 
to repeat in court the language de- 
fendant used regarding plantiff. 
Witness declined, saying it was “so 
abominable, it should not be repeated 
in the presence of any decent per- 
son.” 

“In that case,” said the lawyer, 
“probably you will be good enough 
to whisper it in the ear of the 
judge.” 

The members of the Junior Bar 
had, however, other and very import- 
ant duties, apart from those incum- 
bent on them as members of the 
legal profession, 

“You young men of the coming 
generation have a duty to perform, 
as we all have in this generation, to 
your country, to do everything in 
your power to make Canada what it 
should be, one great, happy unit. 

“We are peculiarly constituted, 
with our long stretch of territory 
from Nova Scotia to Vancouvee, and 
indeed to the Yukon. It is exceed- 
ingly difficult to build up neighborly 
relations between the different sec- 
tions of the country. It should be 
our endeavor to do that. True, we 
have had federation now for fifty 
years or over and we have come 
through it quite comfortably and 
happy. I think the fact we have 
done so is a great tribute to the wis- 
dom and foresight of the men who 
framed the British North America 
Act. 

“But conditions are constantly 
changing in the country and if we 
are to prevent misunderstandings we 
must always be alive to anticipate 
events which may lead to these mis- 
understandings. If we are conscicn- 
tious in endeavoring to preach the 
gospel of understanding and good- 
will we shall succeed in achieving 
the highest ideals of the fathers of 
confederation,

“Tt is quite clear that the farmers, 
the agricullurists of the Prairie pro 
vinces cannot on oceasions see eye tu 
eye with the manufacturers of the 
east.

The farmer in Manitoba or Sas- 
katchewan, or Alberta, or the timber 
men in British Columbia, the people 
of Quebec, Ontario and the eastern 
provinces all participated in the 
prosperity and they will again. 
When we have passed the ‘present 
unfavorable condition of things they 
will participate again, but in the 
meantime we may have a time when 
parts of the country will feel that 
others are prospering at their ex- 
pense. We must endeavor by every 
possible process to correct that im- 
pression. 

“The foundation stones of our pros- 
perity are our lands, our mines, for- a 
ests and fisheries. These must be LS 
developed as rapidly as circym- x 
stances will permit, if we aré to 
make the best of our opportunities 
in the next few years and to meet 
the burdens which are laid upon us. 
We cannot do that without immigra~ 
tion. The natural growth of popu- 
lation will not be sufficient to meet, 
the demand. 

Must Have Settlers. 

“We must have immigration. We 
have had very little since 1914. On: 
the contrary, I am afraid we have 
lost somewhat. Then, after the war 
the natural feeling that grew out of 
the war encouraged the placing of 
restrictions on immigration that 
have been most disastrous in their 
results. We must have these re- 
strictions removed. We must have: 
settlers from all over the world, not: 
artisans, but men who will go out on 
to our land and our forests and fish- 
eries and help to develop these re-. 
sources and there must be an insist- 
ent demand on Parliament to pass’ 
legislation that will open the doors. 
to them to a reasonable extent and 
will permit them to come in. 

“Then there is the need to see that 
they become good citizens. They 
must be encouraged or if necessary 
compelled to become good Canadian 
citizens, although I prefer the form- 
cr method if possible. They should 
be taught that the interests of their 
children and of their children’s chil- 
dren are in Canada. 

“We should endeavor to spread 
through the country the feeling of 
such ardent fervor in citizenship that 
every citizen, whether British born 
or naturalized, when he spoke of 
home, would mean Canada and no 
other country in the world. 

“Now, gentlemen,” Lord Shaugh- 
nessy concluded, “‘I will only say this
